It is sald that Dr. Ferran, an eminentSpan- 
ish physician, has made many experiments 
on men and animals, which lead him to state 
that Inoculation by the bacillus, as prepar- 
ed by himself, can produce the death of anl- 
mals with every symptom characteristic of 
cholera, aud that the inoculation of human 
beings creates symptoms identical In thelr 
nature, but with less intensity and no fatal 
results. The inoculation.is generally prac- 
ticed upon the lower part of both arms. In 
two or three hours it produces local Irritation, 
difculty in moving the limb, and dull pain. 
After about four or five houra the pulse rises 
to 114, and\gveq 120, and the heat of the body 
to thirty-seven and forty contigrade, The 
person thus Inoculated feels languid, shivers, 
loses appetite, and suffers from nausea, dlar- 
rhea, cramp and sleeplessness, After twenty- 
four hours these symptoms abate, and they 
generally disappear In forty-eight hours. All 
successive inoculations, even to the extent of

And with others 
their ardent sympathies with thelr sect are 
all commanding. Yet, in these daya only 
the preacher who can rise above these Influ- 
ences and manifest a paramount, love for 
truth can hope for tha most profound respect 
and the widest infiuence among his fellow 
citizens, 

We wish we via the Rev. Samuel 
C. Eby of the Ne Church Chapel (Sweden-

mon recently preached by him and published 
in the St. Louis Globe · Democrat, he has not s0 
much discussed Splrituallem (which he is 
pleased to call Spiritism) as vehemently as- 
sailed it.

That system, amid much that to 
most minds seems unintelligible, holds Am- 
portant religious truths; and among them 
the reality of man as a spirit and tho of- 
spring of the Infinite Spirit, his anbroken 
continuity of lite attor the change that we call 
death, and the fact of spirit retarn and com- 
munication with mortals. These the preach- 
or presents, and if, like Swedenborg himself, 
he had frankly admitted that these return- 
ing spirits were some of them ezalted in 
character as well ás some of them dep 
he would have shown himself more tütol- 
ligent and candid. But throughout the ser- 
mon we find no acknowledgment that good 
spirits do communicate with man; that pure, 
benevolent, sympathetle ones reveal. them- 
selves to him in any way that can be recog- 
nized by him. That we consciously 
associated with both angels and devils 57 
Virtue of our spiritual nature he must, as a 
good Swedenborgian, admit.

Or, In the strong 
and self-satisfied words of the preacher, which 
none of ours could In exposition of them sur- 
pass, and indeed no bigoted sectary of any 
name excele In Swedenborg's volumes we 
have a philosophy and theology which in 
their lucidity, ( strength, dignity and com- 
prehonsiveneds dwarf every other philosophi- 
cal and theological system into Lilliputian 
insignificance"! 

Cannot some of tho stitest and narrowest 
doctors of a theology outside of Swedenborg- 
lanism, much older and_quite as incompre- 
hensible, take a lesson inj conceited bigotry

Of our preacher’s real knowledge of the facts
